Each shore battery positions is composed of a forward observation post., a command 
post located between the observation post’ and the gun emplacements, and the 
ammunition storage shelter* All construction is of reinforced concrete and a 
special effort has been made to conceal all batteries*

March 1951 were called ^^Bregova^® batteries* Approximately 150 officers and men 
were assigned to the battery at Nesebur* In March 1951s all Trudovak personnel 
not members of DSNM (Dimitrovski Suyuz na Narodna Mladeshj Dimitrov Union of the 
People ffs louth) were transfeired from the construction sites* The u Mt used in 
constructing the batteries at Obzor and Nesebur was Trudovak Company!
